Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

Examiner's Amendment

Claim 15, the entire text has been replaced with —The assembly according to claim 1, 
wherein the insert is a locking member configured to grip the internal walls.-- 
Claim 18, line 2, "power" has been replaced with —lower—.
